SEED SITUATION 


Generally, supplies of alfalfa, brome, timothy and a few minor items are getting short 
because of low production last year. Don’t delay on them and if you are planning to sum- 
mer seed alfalfa or brome and want a particular kind it may be wise to order this spring. 


Red clover, mammoth, alsike, ladino, meadow fescue, lespedeza and a few other seeds 
seem plentiful. However, rather large quantities are still in growers’ hands so temporarily 
some items may run short until large handlers can get seed in and processed. 


There appears to be enough top quality oats and barley with the possible exception of 
Clinton 59. The same is true on hybrid seed corn. While our supplies are still good on all 
these seeds we would suggest a second choice be listed on late orders or we can write if 


out of the particular kind you want. 


Soybean seed supplies are hard to predict. Early harvested beans went to market when 
weather conditions were unfavorable and many beans carried too much moisture. Some of 
the western states have run into low germinations and some beans have been artificially 
dried. Whether enough beans will be cleaned and tested is anybody’s guess but we feel 
that there may be a rush for good seed near planting time.
